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SUBJECT: 95 EXBD: ITEM 10.1: COMPLAINTS RE CHILE KEPT 
ON BOARD AGENDA 

1. AS DEPARTMENT AWARE, SOVIETS, CUBANS, AND BLOC 
ALLIES SOUGHT TO EXPLOIT CONCERN OVER EVENTS IN WAKE OF 
ALLENDE REGIME OVERTHROW AT 93RD BOARD SESSION LAST 
FALL. DUE LATIN AMERICAN MEMBER'S SOFTENING 
INTERVENTIONS, BOARD FINALLY DECIDED (DECISION 8.2) TO 
HAVE ITS SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON CONVENTIONS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS IN EDUCATION CONSIDER COMPLAINTS 
LODGED WITH UNESCO DIRECTOR GENERAL RE ALLEGED 
VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN FIELDS OF EDUCATION, 
CULTURE AND SCIENCE. SPECIAL COMMITTEE MET ACCORDINGLY 
LAST APRIL AND CONCLUDED IN REPORT FOR 94TH EXBD THAT 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE NOT COMPETENT TO VERIFY VARIOUS 
ALLEGATIONS. 

2. 94TH BOARD IN JUNE CONSIDERED REPORT IN ADDITION 
FURTHER SOVIET ACCUSATIONS AND REPLY OF CHILEAN BOARD 
MEMBER (THAYER). HEATED EXCHANGES BY SOVIET MEMBER AND 
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YUGOSLAVIA)AND CHILEAN PROMPTED BOARD TO POSTPONE 
FURTHER CONSIDERATION UNTIL THIS SESSION. 

3. BOARD ACCORDINGLY TOOK UP MATTER AGAIN OCTOBER 9 
AND 10 WITH PREDICTABLE REPLAY OF HEATED ACCUSATIONS 
AND DENIALS. NEW CUBAN PERMREP TO UNESCO (LE RIVEREND 
BRUSONE) PRESENT AS OBSERVER, HOWEVER THIS TIME 
INCLUDED REFERENCES TO ITT AND OTHER ALLEGATIONS OF US 
INTERVENTION. 

4. PERMDEL RESPONSE OCTOBER 10 SIMPLY STATED FOR RECORD 
THAT, AS BOARD'S APRIL EXAMINATION HAD INDICATED. UNESCO 
EXECUTIVE BOARD WAS NOT A JUDICIAL FORUM AND COULD NOT 
THEREFORE ESTABLISH WHAT WAS ALLEGATION AND WHAT WAS 
PROVEN FACT AS WELL AS NOTING THAT SUCH ALLEGATIONS 
EXTRANEOUS TO CENTRAL ISSUE UNDER DISCUSSION. 

5. BOARD FINALLY PASSED BY 19-0-14 ABSTENTIONS (US) A 
RESOLUTION WHICH WILL PLACE CHILEAN QUESTION ON AGENDA 
OF 97TH EXBD, WHICH WILL CONSIDER ANOTHER REPORT BY 
DIRECTOR GENERAL ON "THE STATE OF EDUCATION, SCIENCE AND 
CULTURE IN CHILE" DRAWN FROM "AUTHORIZED SOURCES" TO 
INCLUDE GOC AS WELL AS OTHER INTERNATIONAL BODIES 
RECOGNIZED BY UNESCO; SUCH INPUT TO BE FIRST "ASSESSED" 

BY UNESCO SECRETARIAT ACCORDING TO DIRECTOR GENERAL 
INTERPRETATION THIS PARAGRAPH OF THE RESOLUTION. 

6. RESOLUTION ALSO INCLUDED A REAFFIRMATION OF BOARD S 
"DEEP CONCERN" RE SITUATION IN CHILE IN FIELDS OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS, EDUCATION, SCIENCE AND CULTURE. THIS AMENDMENT 
PROPOSED BY ALGERIA, SECONDED BY YUGOSLAVIA AND 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA, WAS SEPARATELY APPROVED BY 13-0-18 
ABSTENTIONS (US). 

7. COMMENT: LATEST REPLAY OF CHILEAN ISSUE CLEARLY 
INDICATES THAT SOVIETS, ALLIES AND HABITUAL SUPPORTERS, 
INTEND TO KEEP QUESTION BEFORE UNESCO FOR OBVIOUS 
PROPAGANDA REASONS. 
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
